The general education board of New York ha# 
submitted for popular criticism a plan for an ed­ 
ucational experiment prepared by Mr. Flexner, 
assistant see feta!1}' of the board, which is thus 
summed up: 
“ Aside from reading, writing, spelling and fig­ 
uring, the curriculum of the Modem School would 
be built out of actual activities in acidic, industry, 
aesthetics, civics. 
The work in science would be 
the central and dominating feature.*’ 
The Modern School, iu Mr Flexiler ’s opinion, 
would: 
Drop the study of formal grammar. 
Not teach useless historic facts. 
Not t ach Latin nor Dreck. 
Teach one or more modern iHtiguaKes. 
Endeavor to develop a spontaneous, discriminat­ 
ing and genuine artist ie interest and appreciation 
—rather than to fashion wooers of music and art. 
F iery exercise would be a spelling lesson* sci­ 
ence, industry and mathematics would be inaep 
arable; science, industry, history, civics, literature 
and geography would to some extent utilize the 
same material. 
It would provide play-facilities, sports and gym­ 
nastics. 
It Mould discipline the mind by energizing it 
through the doing of real tasks. 
Children would begin their work*in the Modem 
School by getting acquainted with objects— ani­ 
mate and inanimate; they would learn to know 
trees, plants, animals, hills, streams, rocks and to 
care for animals and plants. 
At the next stage, 
they would follow the life cycles of plants and ani­ 
mals and study the processes to be observed io 
inanimate things. 
They would also begin experimentation—phy­ 
sical, chemical and biological. 
The Flexner plan. rn brief, would train tho child 
for activity rather than for theory. It would turn 
out of th** school a doer instead of a dreamer. 
Much of the hoary-headed superstition still 
clings about popular notion! concerning education. 
There are sonn who will look with horror upon 
the proposal to take Latin and Greek out of th** 
common school, although they have no m o r e busi­ 
ness there than has a dromedary, lf the discussion 
*»f the Flexner plan helps to destroy superstitions 
which now ri tard real progress in the educational 
field, the way will be blaze*! fur a rapid move for­ 
ward.
